NEW YORK - Little about 
Alex DerHohannesian sug¬ 
gests “video game champi¬ 
on.” A virile 30-year-old tele¬ 
vision producer, he lives on 
the Upper West Side, starred 
on the club hockey team at the 
University of Kentucky and 
bears a strong resemblance to 
Ryan Gosling. 

But his friends know him as 
DerHo, one of the world’s best 
players of Big Buck Hunt¬ 
er, an arcade hunting game 
that enjoys a rabid following 
among trendy urbanites who 
most likely have never held a 
gun. 

The game is essentially an ad¬ 
vanced version of Duck Hunt¬ 
er: Players compete solo or 
head-to-head using two plas¬ 
tic rifles to see who can kill the 
most wildebeest or 14-point 
bucks. Most of the country’s 
18,000-plus coin-operated 
machines are connected to an 
online network on which fans 
can compare scores. And yet 
the game maintains an ana¬ 
log social appeal; it’s played 
primarily in bars by rowdy 
groups of people in their 20s 
and early 30s. 

Big Buck Hunter boasts a fol¬ 
lowing in places like Texas 
and Minnesota, where hunters 
are known to play in full cam¬ 
ouflage. But the game, which 
was developed in 2001 by 
Play Mechanix of Glen Ellyn, 
Ill., has also spawned a dedi¬ 
cated subculture in New York. 
And judging from DerHohan- 
nesian’s success, hunting ex¬ 
perience is not required. 

“I’ve never really hunted be¬ 
fore,” he said the other day at 
the Black Bear Lodge, a hunt¬ 
ing-themed bar in Gramercy 
Park. “I shot a squirrel once 
for Pioneer Day in middle 
school. We cooked it and ate 
it, and it was god awful.”

IMF chief released from jail

NEW YORK (AP) — For¬ 
mer IMF chief Dominique 
Strauss-Kahn was released 
from jail Friday and will be 
held under house arrest near 
the former World Trade Cen¬ 
ter after the luxury apartment 
where he had arranged to 
stay fell through because the 
neighbors objected to the me¬ 
dia frenzy. 

Prosecutors said he will be 
temporarily housed in a build¬ 
ing on a small street in lower 
Manhattan within the Police 
Department’s “Ring of Steel” 
— a network of private and 
police cameras near where 
the Twin Towers once stood. 
While he is there, his fam¬ 
ily and lawyers will look for

a more permanent place for him to await trial on charges 


he tried to rape a hotel maid. 
The original plan was for 
Strauss-Kahn to move into a 
luxury residential hotel under 
armed guard on Manhattan’s 
well-to-do Upper East Side. 
Even though the address was 
never officially released, po¬ 
lice and reporters soon con¬ 
verged on the building, the 
Bristol Plaza. 

“Last night there was an ef¬ 
fort by the media to invade 
the building,” Strauss-Kahn 
attorney William Taylor said. 
“That is why the tenants in the 
building will not accept his 
living there.” While Strauss- 
Kahn’s family had a lease and 
could have stayed, he decided 
to leave “out of respect for the 
residents.”

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Next to Obama, Israeli leader says no to 1967 lines

WASHINGTON (AP) Israeli 
Prime Minister Benjamin Ne¬ 
tanyahu sat alongside President 
Barack Obama on Friday and 
declared that Israel would not 
withdraw to 1967 borders to help 
make way for an adjacent Pales¬ 
tinian state. Obama had called on 
Israel to be willing to do just that 
a day earlier. 

The Israeli leader said he would 
make some concessions but Isra¬ 
el would not go back to the lines 
from decades earlier because they 
would be “indefensible.” 

For his part, Obama said that 
there were differences of formula¬ 
tions and language but that such 
disputes are going to happen “be¬ 
tween friends.” 

The president never mentioned 
the 1967 borders as the two men 
talked with reporters. The lead¬ 
ers spoke after a lengthy meeting 
at the White House amid tense 
times. 

Obama said in his speech on 
Thursday that the United States 


supports creation of a Palestinian 
state based on the border lines that 
existed before the 1967 Six Day 
War in which Israel forces oc¬ 
cupied east Jerusalem, the West 
Bank and Gaza — along with mu¬ 
tually agreed-to land swaps that 
could accommodate existing Is¬ 
raeli settlements. The comment on 
1967 borders drew angry criticism 
in Israel, and Netanyahu made 
clear after meeting with Obama 
that the idea was unacceptable. 
“We cannot go back to those in¬ 
defensible lines,” said Netanyahu. 
The prime minister made no men¬ 
tion of Obama’s stipulation that 
there would be land swaps — an 
omission that seemed to present 
Obama’s proposal as more oner¬ 
ous. 


Both Obama and Netanyahu 
said they shared a desire to 
get to peace and downplayed 
disagreements. “We may have 
differences here and there,” 
Netanyahu said. 


But there was no sign of resolution 


of the many barriers that stand be¬ 
tween Israel and the Palestinians, 
more now than last September 
when Obama brought the two par¬ 
ties together to call for a peace 
deal within a year — a deadline 
that now looks unattainable. 
Netanyahu said his nation could 
not negotiate with a newly con¬ 
stituted Palestinian unity gov¬ 
ernment that includes the radical 
Hamas movement, which refuses 
to recognize Israel’s right to exist. 
He said that Palestinian President 
Mahmoud Abbas had to choose 
between continuing the deal with 
Hamas and making peace with 
Israel. Obama agreed that Hamas 
“is not a partner for a significant 
realistic peace process” and said 
Palestinians would have to resolve 
that issue among themselves. 

Yet both Obama and Netanyahu 
emphasized a need to make some 
kind of progress, against all obsta¬ 
cles, as changes sweep the Arab 
world. 

“History will not give the Jewish 
people another chance,” Netan¬ 
yahu said.Q

Rumsfeld: Obama made right 
decision on bin laden raid

FORT WORTH, Texas (AP) 

— The Bush administration 
would have used the same 
strategy to kill terrorist Osa¬ 
ma bin Laden had those cir¬ 
cumstances arisen years ago, 
former Defense Secretary 
Donald Rumsfeld told The 
Associated Press in an inter¬ 
view Friday. 


Rumsfeld said President 
Barack Obama made the 
right decision in sending 
Navy SEALs to raid the 
al-Qaida leader’s com¬ 
pound in Pakistan earlier 
this month. But he 
declined to say how much 
credit the Obama adminis¬ 
tration deserves. 


“The capabilities to do it were 


developed over time by previ¬ 
ous administrations, and they 
benefit the country, and the in¬ 
telligence had been gathered 
over a long period of time,” 
Rumsfeld said. 

“And it came to fruition in the 
Obama administration, to the 
credit of the intelligence com¬ 
munity. ... I don’t have a doubt 
in my mind but that President 
Bush, if he had information as 
to the location of bin Laden, 
would have done exactly the 
same thing, and I thought the 
forces executed it brilliantly.” 
Rumsfeld, defense secretary 
under President Gerald R. 
Ford from 1975-77 and un¬ 
der President George W. Bush 
from 2001-06, spoke to the 
AP by telephone. On Sunday 
he will be in Texas for a book¬ 
signing tour of his memoir, 
“Known and Unknown.

An unknown, Huntsman presses White House bid

HANCOCK, New Hamp¬ 
shire (AP) — Republican Jon 
Huntsman heard a major hur¬ 
dle to his White House aspira¬ 
tions summed up in a single 
voter’s question: “Aside from 
Utah, who are you?” 

The little-known former Utah 
governor, who is almost cer¬ 
tain to run for president, was 
using a five-day visit to the 
first-in-the-nation presidential 
primary state to provide an an¬ 
swer to Republicans here and 
elsewhere searching for a can¬ 
didate to challenge President 
Barack Obama. 

“Get to know us. We’re ap¬ 
proaching this with honest 
and honorable intentions,” 
Huntsman said at one stop, all 
but pleading with New Hamp¬ 
shire Republicans to hear him 
out even if their first inclina¬ 
tion is to balk at him because 
he served as Obama’s ambas¬ 


sador to China. 

From intimate dinner conver¬ 
sations to small house parties 
and larger town hall events, 
Huntsman packed the sched¬ 
ule for his first retail-style 
campaign trip to a state that 
votes early in the Republican 
presidential nominating pro¬ 
cess. 

He was making all the right 
moves and looking every bit 
the presidential candidate he 
is likely to become in the com¬ 
ing weeks. 

His family traveled with 
him. He met privately with 
the state’s political kingmak¬ 
ers. He lingered after each 
event to shake hands and en¬ 
gage in small talk. He stood 
among the crowds and not on 
stages or behind podiums. He 
dressed casually, opting for 
a denim jacket over a sports 
coat at some events. And he 
lined up veterans of previ¬ 
ous New Hampshire political 


campaigns who know the ter¬ 
rain. 

On Saturday, Huntsman was 
set to deliver a commence¬ 
ment speech at Southern New 
Hampshire University. 

It was all designed as a show 
of force, sending a message 
that he would campaign seri¬ 
ously in a state that would be 
central to his nomination strat¬ 
egy, even if rival Mitt Rom¬ 
ney, the former Massachusetts 
governor and a fellow Mor¬ 
mon, is considered the home¬ 
town favorite. 

At each stop, Huntsman field¬ 
ed questions about globaliza¬ 
tion and education, corporate 
tax rates and trade. He spent 
a half-hour being grilled on 
climate change, questioned on 
how he would pay for Social 
Security and asked for details 
on how a health care overhaul 
he implemented in Utah dif¬ 
fers from national Democrats’ 
effort. □

BATON ROUGE, Louisi¬ 
ana (AP) — Several grain 
barges broke loose from a 
towboat and three of them 
sank, prompting the Coast 
Guard to close a five-mile 
(eight-kilometer) stretch of 
the flood-swollen river near 
Baton Rouge on Friday. 

Coast Guard Senior Chief Mi¬ 
chael Berry did not know if 
high water contributed to the 
accident. Three barges sank 
and one was corralled at the 
bank. Berry said the river was 
closed for the investigation, 
but he did not know when it 
might reopen. 

Coast Guard Petty Officer Bill 
Colclough said no injuries or 
pollution were reported after 
the barges broke loose around 
2 p.m. local time. Louisiana’s 
transportation department said 
the barges sank near a bridge, 
which was closed for about 
half an hour for inspection. 
On Thursday, authorities re¬ 
ported the first person to die in 
Mississippi floodwaters since 
the mighty river began climb¬ 
ing out its banks last month 
in the Midwest — a 69-year- 
old man who apparently col¬ 
lapsed in the high water. 

At least eight deaths in Ar¬ 
kansas have been attributed to 


flooding, but all of those hap¬ 
pened in flash floods or Mis¬ 
sissippi tributaries. 

On Friday, Coast Guard Com¬ 
mandant Adm. Robert Papp 
toured parts of the flooded 
river and was briefed about ef¬ 
forts to control shipping traf¬ 
fic. He began in Natchez, Mis¬ 
sissippi, where Coast Guard 
personnel said the river is ex¬ 
pected to fully recede by mid- 
June. Officials said they plan 
to eventually spend at least a 
week re-marking the river so 
cargo ships and barges can 
safely navigate the waterway.

3 Somalis plead guilty in deadly yacht hijacking

NORFOLK, Virginia (AP) — Three Somali 
men pleaded guilty Friday to piracy for their 
roles in the hijacking of a yacht, providing the 
most detailed description yet about what hap¬ 
pened in the days leading up to the shootings 
that killed the four Americans aboard. 

During hearings in federal court, two of the 
men also pleaded guilty to hostage taking re¬ 
sulting in death. Those men were considered 
leaders among the crew, with one of them the 
commander of the pirates’ boat when it left 
Somalia, and the other serving as a negotiator 
aboard a U.S. Navy ship. 

Each of the three men could face mandatory 
life sentences, although they struck deals with 
prosecutors that could allow them to receive 
lighter sentences and eventually be deported 
to Somalia. They’re expected to help prosecu¬ 
tors build their case against the three men sus¬ 
pected of shooting the Americans, and against 
a negotiator who was based in Somalia and is 
considered the highest-ranking pirate the U.S. 
has ever captured. 

“Modern piracy isn’t swordplay and derring- 
do; it’s armed robbery and cold-blooded mur¬ 
der at sea,” FBI Assistant Director-in-Charge 
Janice K. Fedarcyk said in a statement. “The 
FBI remains determined to see pirates brought 


to justice.” 

The men who pleaded guilty are among 15 who 
have been charged in the February hijacking of 
the yacht Quest. Eight others have plea agree¬ 
ment hearings next week. 

The yacht owners, Jean and Scott Adam of Ma¬ 
rina del Rey, California, along with friends Bob 
Riggle and Phyllis Macay of Seattle, were shot 
to death several days after being taken hostage 
several hundred miles (kilometers) south of 
Oman. They were the first U.S. citizens killed 
in a wave of pirate attacks that have plagued 
the Gulf of Aden and the Indian Ocean in re¬ 
cent years. Prosecutors said the men intended to 
bring the Americans to Somalia and hold them 
for ransom there. 

Court documents made public Friday said they 
denied a Navy offer to let the Americans go 
in exchange for taking their boat because they 
didn’t believe they would get the kind of money 
they were looking for. 

Ransoms typically pay millions of dollars and 
this was the second piracy attempt they had 
made in several days, including a failed attempt 
to board a container ship. Court records show 
the men were running out of fuel and couldn’t 
make the return trip to Somalia — about 900 
miles (1,450 kilometers) away — when they 
spotted the Americans’ yacht sitting in the wa¬ 
ter and decided to hijack it. Q

Judge tosses part of Blackwater suit 

ALEXANDRIA, Virginia (AP) — A federal judge on Fri¬ 
day tossed out parts of a lawsuit filed by two former em¬ 
ployees against the security company once known as Black- 
water but is allowing key claims to proceed to trial. The rul¬ 
ings from U.S. District Judge T.S. Ellis III mean that, absent 
a last-minute settlement, a jury trial will likely commence 
June 7 on claims that Blackwater submitted fraudulent bills 
to the State Department on its $1 billion contract for security 
work in Iraq and Afghanistan. Former employees Brad and 
Melan Davis filed the lawsuit under a whistleblower law 
that allows them to collect a share of any money that the 
government lost to fraud. Blackwater denies the allegations. 
At Friday’s hearing, Ellis tossed out one of the more sala¬ 
cious claims in the Davises’ lawsuit. □ 

Kraft to pay $8.1M to settle pollution lawsuit 

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — Kraft Foods Inc. will pay $8.1 
million to settle a class-action lawsuit over pollution at a 
former factory in Attica, Indiana. The lawsuit, filed in 2009 
and representing nearly 130 families, claimed pollution 
from a former Kraft factory contaminated the groundwater 
beneath their homes and spread cancer-causing vapors. A 
U.S. District Court judge in Indianapolis approved the set¬ 
tlement Friday. 

In addition to the payment to the families, Kraft is required 
to clean up the plant site and groundwater and install miti¬ 
gation systems in the affected homes. The cost of that ef¬ 
fort was not disclosed. Kraft said it was pleased with the 
outcome. While the company said it did not contribute to 
the conditions, it is committed to the cleanup. The company 
said it is working closely with local, state and federal orga¬ 
nizations to clean up the site. □ 

Schwarzenegger’s The Governator’ on hold 

LOS ANGELES (AP) — The animated series starring Ar¬ 
nold Schwarzenegger as a superhero is officially on hold. The 
companies behind “The Governator” say they have stopped 
working on the budding franchise that Schwarzenegger 
helped announce to much fanfare in Cannes, France, last 
month. A Squared Entertainment, POW, Stan Lee Comics 
and Archie Comics have not said when or if production on 
the planned TV series, comic book, movie and video game 
will resume. Schwarzenegger said Thursday that he was 
postponing his movie projects. He acknowledged earlier 
this week that he fathered a child out of wedlock more than 
a decade ago and neglected to tell his wife until this year. 
The former movie star and California governor was also set 
to star in the film “Cry Macho” and in talks for more “Ter¬ 
minator” sequels.□ 

Revised draft for Arctic leases released 

ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) — The federal government 
has released a revised environmental review for petroleum 
leases in the Chukchi Sea off Alaska’s northwest coast, but 
environmentalists say it still contains critical gaps. The revi¬ 
sion by the Bureau of Ocean Energy Management, Regula¬ 
tion and Enforcement responds to a federal judge’s ruling 
last year that the government failed to follow environmen¬ 
tal law before it sold the leases. The 2008 sale sold leases 
on more than 4,300 square miles (11,000 sq. kilometers) of 
Arctic Ocean waters for nearly $2.7 billion, including $2.1 
billion in high bids by Shell Gulf of Mexico Inc. In his July 
ruling, U.S. District Judge Ralph Beistline enjoined all ac¬ 
tivity under the lease sale pending further review. □

Lawmakers around the coun¬ 
try are pushing for online reg¬ 
istries, like those used for sex 
offenders, to track the where¬ 
abouts of people convicted of 
a wide variety of crimes, from 
arson and drunken driving to 
methamphetamine manufac¬ 
turing and animal abuse. 

State senators in Illinois are 
considering a law to create the 
nation’s first registry for first- 
degree murderers. In Maine, 
legislators are debating an on¬ 
line registry of drunken driv¬ 
ers. And proposals to register 
animal abusers have been 
put forward in several states; 
one such registry, in Suffolk 
County on Long Island, N.Y., 
will become operational next 
week. 

Under a canine version of 
Megan’s Law, Virginia even 
registers dangerous dogs, in¬ 
cluding Elvis, a cat-killing 
collie in Roanoke whose bad 
acts are among those listed on 
the state’s database. 
Advocates for online regis¬ 
tries, many of them search¬ 
able by the public, argue that 
people have a right to know 
about potentially dangerous 
offenders in their midst and 
that the benefit of alerting 
parents, neighbors and others 
in a community outweighs 
any privacy concerns. 

But as the registries prolif¬ 
erate, so do questions about 
their value. Critics say that 
while the registries are attrac¬ 
tive to politicians who want 
to appear tough on crime, 
they often do little more than 
spread fear and encourage 
vigilantism. The monitor¬ 
ing systems cost money at a 
time when recession-strapped 
states can ill afford the extra 
expense, the critics say, and 
their effectiveness is dubi¬ 
ous: Sex offender registries, 
for example, have had little 
success in reducing repeat 
crimes, studies suggest. 
Wayne Logan, a professor at 
Florida State University Col¬ 
lege of Law and the author of 
a recent book on registration 
and notification laws, likens 
the registries to “legisla¬ 
tive catnip.” “You’d be hard 
pressed to find a more politi¬ 


cally popular movement in re¬ 
cent years,” he said. “Whether 
it’s actually good public pol¬ 
icy is a distinct and indepen¬ 
dent question from whether 
it’s politically popular and 
makes us feel good.” 

Logan noted that once passed, 
the laws were difficult to re¬ 
move because politicians did 
not want to seem to dimin¬ 
ish the suffering of victims. 
Instead, they are added “like 
Christmas ornaments on a 
tree, year after year.” 

The New York State Senate 
voted 57-4 Tuesday for a vio¬ 
lent offenders registry. In Il¬ 
linois, the murderers registry 
bill passed the House in April 
by a 97-1 vote. The legislation 
is now before the Senate. 

Rep. Monique Davis, the lone 
member of the Illinois House 
to oppose the law, said that al¬ 
though she favored the state’s 
sex offender registry, “I just 
don’t think that a murderer 
registry is of much value to 
anyone except those getting 
paid to set it up.” 

She noted that the recidivism 
rate for murder was very low 
to begin with and that the 
state, facing a deficit of more 
than $4 billion, could not af¬ 
ford the cost of another regis¬ 
try. 

But voting against such a 
measure, she said, is “very 
difficult to do, because some¬ 
times the public perceives you 
as being soft on crime.” 

Rep. Dennis Reboletti, the 
main sponsor of the House 
bill, said that it “would allow 
not only law enforcement, but 
also the community to know 
who resides here, who our 
family members are associ¬ 
ating with and who our chil¬ 
dren are dating.” “These are 
people who are lying in wait,” 
Reboletti said in a phone in¬ 
terview. “It’s cold. It’s calcu¬ 
lated. It’s planned over time. 
And it’s one of the most evil 
things that somebody can do 
on this earth.” The inspira¬ 
tion for the murderers’ reg¬ 
istry, as for many such laws, 
was a high-profile crime, the 
1998 murder of Andrea Will, 
an 18-year-old freshman at 
Eastern Illinois University 
who was strangled by her ex¬ 
boyfriend, Justin Boulay.Q

In a state where fringe leaders 
like the Rev. Jim Jones and 
fringe groups the Heaven’s 
Gate cult have often found 
followers, and whose beliefs 
ended in mass suicide, not ev¬

A Facebook page devoted to 
“Post-Rapture Looting” had 
assembled more than 500,000 
promised attendees by Friday 
afternoon. 

“When everyone is gone 
and God’s not looking,” 
the page reads, “we need to 
pick up some sweet stereo 
equipment.

ATLANTA (AP) Randy 
“Macho Man” Savage, the 
professional wrestler known 
for his raspy voice, the sun¬ 
glasses and bandanas he wore 
in the ring and the young 
woman named Miss Elizabeth 
who often accompanied him, 
died in a car crash Friday in 
Florida. He was 58. 

A Florida Highway Patrol 
crash report said the former 
wrestler — whose legal name 
was Randy Mario Poffo — 
was driving a Jeep Wrangler 
when he lost control in Pi¬ 
nellas County around 9:25 
a.m. The Jeep veered over the 
raised concrete median divid¬ 
er, crossed over the eastbound 
lanes and crashed head-on 
into a tree. 

Police said he may have suf¬ 
fered a “medical event” before 
the accident, but the report did 
not elaborate, and it said offi¬ 
cials would need to perform 
an autopsy to know for sure. 
The report said a woman in 
the vehicle, identified as Bar¬ 
bara L. Poffo, 56, suffered mi¬ 


nor injuries. A statement from 
Stamford, Connecticut-based 
World Wrestling Entertain¬ 
ment said the passenger was 
the wrestler’s current wife.

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Oil tankers eyed as al- 
Qaida bombing targets

WASHINGTON (AP) — Osama bin Laden’s personal files re¬ 
vealed a brazen idea to hijack oil tankers and blow them up 
at sea last summer, creating explosions he hoped would rattle 
the world’s economy and send oil prices skyrocketing, the U.S. 
said Friday. 

The newly disclosed plot showed that while bin Laden always 
schemed for the next big strike that would kill thousands of 
Americans, he also believed relatively simpler attacks on the oil 
industry could create a worldwide panic that would hurt West¬ 
erners every time they gassed up their cars. 

U.S. officials said the tanker idea, included in documents found 
in the compound where bin Laden was killed nearly three 
weeks ago, was little more than an al-Qaida fantasy. But the 
FBI and Department of Homeland Security issued a confiden¬ 
tial warning to police and the energy industry on Friday. The 
alert, obtained by The Associated Press, said that al-Qaida had 
sought information on the size and construction of oil tankers, 
had decided that spring and summer provided the best weather 
to approach the ships, had determined that blowing them up 
would be easiest from the inside and believed an explosion 
would create an “extreme economic crisis.” 

“We are not aware of indications of any specific or imminent 
terrorist attack plotting against the oil and natural gas sector 
overseas or in the United States,” Homeland Security spokes¬ 
man Matthew Chandler said in a statement Friday. “However, 
in 2010 there was continuing interest by members of al-Qaida in 
targeting oil tankers and commercial oil infrastructure at sea.” 
With about half the world’s oil supply moving on the water, 
industry and security experts have warned for years that such an 
attack would be a jolt to global markets. That is particularly true 
if terrorists should carry it out in one of the narrow waterways 
that serve as shipping chokepoints. 

“You start blowing up oil tankers at sea and you’re going to 
start closing down shipping lanes,” said Don Borelli, senior 
vice president of the Sufan Group security firm and a former 
FBI counterterrorism agent in New York. “It’s going to cause 
this huge ripple through the economy.” 

Still, even if al-Qaida were able to blow up one of the super¬ 
tankers that move oil around the globe, it would barely dent 
the world’s oil supply, said Jim Ritterbusch, president of Ritter- 
busch and Associates, who has been trading oil contracts since 
the futures market opened on the Nymex in 1983. A supertanker 
holds about 2 million barrels, or enough to supply world de¬ 
mand for about a half hour. 

The terrorist threat to oil infrastructure is nothing new. Mem¬ 
bers of a British terror cell that hoped to hijack trans-Atlantic 
airplanes in 2006 had also made plans to attack oil and gas tar¬ 
gets in Britain. And al-Qaida’s franchise in Yemen has attacked 
pipelines. 

Friday’s alert was significant mostly because it linked the 
scheme directly to bin Laden, meaning the idea probably has 
circulated among al-Qaida’s most senior leaders. 

The government encouraged companies to continue random 
screening, to warn employees about possible threats and to es¬ 
tablish procedures for reporting suspicious activity. But there 
was no immediate effect on oil markets, and both shippers and 
security officials said it was business as usual on the water. 
“This has been a possibility on everyone’s minds for some time 
now,” said Bill Box, a spokesman for the International Asso¬ 
ciation of Independent Tanker Owners. “Everyone is aware of 
what might happen.” 

Shippers have been on particular alert as threats of piracy have 
increased along the African coast. In 2008, Somali pirates cap¬ 
tured the Sirius Star supertanker and held it for ransom.Q 


Taliban car bomb blasts US convoy in Pakistan

PESHAWAR, Pakistan (AP) — 
A Taliban car bomb struck an 
armored vehicle taking Amer¬ 
ican government employees 
to the U.S consulate in north¬ 
west Pakistan on Friday in a 
strike the militants said was 
to avenge the raid that killed 
Osama bin Laden. 

A Pakistani passer-by was 
killed and two Americans suf¬ 
fered minor injuries in the at¬ 
tack in the city of Peshawar, 
officials said. 

At least 10 other Pakistanis 
were wounded. The strike was 
the first on Westerners since 
the May 2 U.S. commando 


raid on bin Laden’s hide-out 
in an army town around three 
hours from Peshawar. 

The Pakistani Taliban, an al- 
Qaida-allied group behind 
scores of attacks in recent 
years, claimed responsibility. 
“We say to the Americans and 
NATO that we will carry out 
more deadly attacks and we 
can do it,” Taliban spokes¬ 
man Ahsanullah Ahsan said 
in a phone call from an un¬ 
disclosed location. “We had 
warned that we will avenge 
the martyrdom of Osama.” 
The Americans were traveling 
in two cars from their homes 
to the heavily protected con¬ 
sulate building when a car 


bomb exploded nearby, said 
U.S. Embassy spokesman Al¬ 
berto Rodriguez and police in 
the city. 

The Americans in the car that 
was hit were whisked away 
from the scene in the second 
vehicle. The most serious in¬ 
jury was a possible broken 
hand, he said. 

Rodriguez had initially said 
Friday’s attack was carried out 
by a suicide bomber, based on 
accounts from witnesses. He 
later called The Associated 
Press to say it was a planted 
explosive device of some 
kind. Pakistani police said it 
was a car bomb, presumably 
detonated remotely. □

Arab uprising disturbing flow of anti-terror intel

TUNIS, Tunisia (AP) — Western security offi¬ 
cials worry crucial intelligence on terror groups 
in North Africa will dry up as repressive — but 
effective — security services are dismantled or 
reorganized following the Arab revolts. 

Those concerns, expressed by European and 
Israeli intelligence officers in interviews with 
The Associated Press, add urgency to reports of 
foreign fighters with suspected al-Qaida links 
crossing into Tunisia. 

Extremist groups such as al-Qaida in the Islam¬ 
ic Maghreb (AQIM) are not believed to have 
played a big role in the uprisings in Tunisia, 
Egypt and Libya. But concerns are mount¬ 
ing they will exploit the instability caused by 
the sudden collapse of autocratic regimes that 


clamped down hard on terrorism and cooper¬ 
ated with the West. 

“The intelligence coming from our partners in 
North Africa has been very important over the 
years,” one European security official told AP. 
“Although the agencies were seen as being 
particularly brutal, they were often very effec¬ 
tive,” he said. “I think it’s too soon to say what 
will happen in North Africa, but it’s fair to say 
that we’re concerned further instability could 
affect intelligence exchanges.” 

Another intelligence official from a different 
European country said there already is a no¬ 
ticeable drop in the flow of intelligence from 
North Africa. “It’s already happening,” he said, 
calling it a bigger concern for Europe than the 
risk of reprisals by Islamist extremists for the 
killing of Osama bin Laden. □ 
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27 die in Syria as conflict 
moves toward stalemate

BEIRUT (AP) — Thousands 
of Syrians flooded the streets 
across the country Friday, 
defying an unrelenting gov¬ 
ernment crackdown that has 
failed to crush a two-month 
uprising against the country’s 
authoritarian regime. Human 
rights activists said security 
forces opened fire, killing at 
least 27 people, including a 
10-year-old boy. 

Friday’s turnout — and the 
now-familiar, deadly response 
by the regime — was the lat¬ 
est sign the conflict could be 
moving toward a dangerous 
stalemate with neither side 
able to tip the scales. Presi¬ 
dent Bashar Assad’s forces 
have unleashed tanks and 
snipers and made thousands 
of arrests to break the revolt, 
but protesters continue to face 
down security forces. 
Protesters insisted their 
movement was growing and 
they would not be bowed. 
“We, as young activists, are 
very optimistic,” said a pro¬ 
test organizer in the capital, 


which saw at least four sepa¬ 
rate demonstrations Friday 
— a significant increase from 
recent rallies in Damascus, 
at the heart of the Assad re¬ 
gime’s power. Like most pro¬ 
testers contacted by The As¬ 
sociated Press he asked that 
his name not be used for fear 
of government reprisals. 


Assad has shrugged off U.S. 
calls to step aside as well as 
a new round of sanctions 
targeting him and top aides, 
suggesting mounting inter¬ 
national pressure will not 
force an end to a crackdown 
that human rights groups say 
has killed at least 900 people 
since mid-March. □

Strain in ‘season of change’ 
shows Egypt’s tensions

message appears on the Face- 
book page of Egypt’s armed 
forces every day: Trust us, we 
remain on the side of the Arab 
Spring. Yet it’s reaching out 
to an increasingly tough au¬ 
dience — the young and im¬ 
patient legions who launched 
Egypt’s historic uprising and 
are now wondering why it all 
seems stalled with elections 
still months away and military 
caretakers firmly in charge. 
The simmering frustrations 
in Egypt — more than three 
months after the stunning 
downfall of Hosni Mubarak 
— offer a distinct counterpoint 
to the soaring encouragement 
for Arab aspirations in Barack 


Obama’s address on Thursday 
to mark what the U.S. presi¬ 
dent called the region’s “sea¬ 
son of change.” 

“The events of the past six 
months show us that strategies 
of repression and diversion 
won’t work anymore,” Obama 
said in Washington in a speech 
that included pledges of eco¬ 
nomic aid and initiatives for 
Egypt and Tunisia. Although 
Tunisia is the birthplace of the 
Arab revolts, Egypt’s 18-day 
uprising is unquestionably the 
landmark event in the region’s 
epic challenges to the political 
order. But Egypt also high¬ 
lights some of the huge ob¬ 
stacles facing the wider Arab 
goals of building new systems 
without the proper tools at 
hand: a lack of clear leader¬ 


ship or vision among the new 
political stake holders, deep- 
rooted ties to the old regime 
in nearly every aspect of life 
and few institutions capable 
of carrying the load on the 
way to democracy. Hundreds 
of protesters in central Cairo 
called Friday for the resigna¬ 
tion of the military officer who 
became Egypt’s de facto lead¬ 
er after Mubarak. 

“There is conflict between 
those who want to push for 
change and those who oppose 
it. That is why we have am¬ 
biguity and confusion,” said 
Mustapha Kamel al-Sayed, 
a political science professor 
at the American University 
in Cairo. “No revolution suc¬ 
ceeded in toppling the old or¬ 
der in 24 hours.□

Guatemalan gang members in massacre 


MEXICO CITY (AP) — 

Guatemala’s president says 
Guatemalan drug cartel mem¬ 
bers were responsible for the 
massacre of 27 of their coun¬ 
trymen last weekend and there 
is no indication any Mexican 
gang members were involved. 
Officials have blamed the kill¬ 
ing of the farmworkers and 
their relatives on the Mexi¬ 
co-based Zetas cartel, which 
has spread its operations into 


neighboring Guatemala. Gua¬ 
temalan President Alvaro Co- 
lom says one of the leaders of 
the band responsible for the 
massacre has been captured. 
He is a former member of an 
elite Guatemalan military unit 
known as the “Kaibiles.” Co- 
lom told a Mexican radio sta¬ 
tion Friday that the flow of il¬ 
legal weapons to drug cartels 
should be cut off to prevent 
further killings.□ 


Farrakhan aide freed, wants apology 


GEORGETOWN, Guyana 
(AP) — A longtime aide to 
Nation of Islam leader Louis 
Farrakhan who was accused 
of having ties to drugs and ter¬ 
rorism was released by Guya¬ 
nese authorities Friday and 
demanded an official apology 
from the government. Akbar 
Muhammad told The Associ¬ 
ated Press that police ques¬ 
tioned him for several hours 
about allegations that he came 
to Guyana to organize a ter¬ 
rorist plot with the help of 


local activists. He called the 
accusation ludicrous. Mu¬ 
hammad has worked with 
Farrakhan since the 1960s 
and is the international rep¬ 
resentative for the Nation of 
Islam. Muhammad declined 
further comment and said he 
would be speaking with his 
lawyer about the case. As¬ 
sistant Police Commissioner 
Seelal Persaud said Thursday 
that he had information link¬ 
ing Muhammad to drugs and 
terrorism. □ 


Canadian PM visits town devastated by fire 


SLAVE LAKE, Alberta (AP) 

— Canada’s prime minister 
surveyed the charred ruins in 
an Alberta town Friday where 
a raging wildfire destroyed a 
third of the homes and busi¬ 
nesses. The wildfire forced the 
evacuation of nearly all 7,000 
residents of Slave Lake last 
weekend, after strong winds 
suddenly shifted the flames 
toward the town. Prime Min¬ 


ister Stephen Harper got a 
look at the devastation on the 
ground and from a helicopter. 
He also met with emergency 
workers and exhausted fire¬ 
fighters and the mayor. 

He said afterwards that it was 
a miracle no one was killed 
and expressed concern at the 
extent of the damage. “It’s 
a terrible thing to happen,” 
Harper said.Q 


Dutch priest belonged to pedophile club 


AMSTERDAM (AP) — The 
head of a Catholic religious 
order in the Netherlands has 
confirmed one of his subor¬ 
dinate priests served on the 
board of an organization that 
promotes pedophilia. 

Herman Spronck, head of the 
Dutch arm of the Salesian or¬ 
der, said in a statement Friday 
the priest served on the board 
of the “Martijn” organiza¬ 
tion, which is widely reviled 
but not illegal. “Of course 
we reject this and distance 
ourselves from this personal 


initiative” on the part of the 
priest, Spronck’s statement 
said. “Membership in such 
organizations does not fit with 
the ethos of the Salesian or¬ 
der.” However, RTL Nieuws, 
which broke the story, pub¬ 
lished interviews both with 
Spronck and the priest, iden¬ 
tified as 73-year-old “Father 
Van B.,” in which they defend 
some pedophile relationships. 
“Society thinks these relation¬ 
ships are harmful. 

I disagree,” RTL quoted Van 
B. as saying. □

Tens of thousands of protesters defy ban in Spain

MADRID (AP) — Tens of 
thousands of people are de¬ 
fying a pre-election ban on 
demonstrations and protest¬ 
ing unemployment in squares 
around Spain in defiance of an 
order to quit at midnight. 

The government avoided say¬ 
ing if it would order police to 
break up the crowds on Satur¬ 
day, but at the stroke of mid¬ 
night officers kept a discreet 
presence on the edges of the 
demonstrations. 
Demonstrators kept quiet as 
city clocks chimed the begin¬ 
ning of a new day, many with 
sticky tape over their mouths 
in a gesture organizers said 
suggested they have things to 
say but were being gagged by 
the ban. 

People are angry over Spain’s 
high unemployment rate and 
what they see as the national 
political parties’ ineptitude 
in dealing with a deep eco¬ 
nomic crisis. Protesters built 
a camp in Madrid’s central 
Puerta del Sol square Sunday, 
a week ahead of nationwide 
elections. Since then good- 
natured, peaceful and color¬ 
ful gatherings have sprung up 
and grown around the country 
under the banner of “Real De¬ 
mocracy Now.” 

Many protesters have said 
they were influenced by re¬ 
cent pro-democracy upris¬ 
ings in North Africa and the 
Middle East and one popular 
chant is “Join us.” 

Friday was the last day for 
candidates to campaign for 
the election for municipal and 
regional government posi¬ 
tions in much of the country. 
Citing the mandatory end of 
campaigning, the national 
election commission banned

Shell to build largest 
seagoing structure

Royal Dutch Shell is placing a big bet on the future of lique¬ 
fied natural gas by building the largest seagoing structure in 
the world, a floating LNG vessel that will be parked over a gas 
field 125 miles off the coast of Australia. 

The Prelude Floating LNG vessel will cost more than $10 bil¬ 
lion when completed and be capable of processing the natural 
gas equivelant 110,000 barrels of oil per day. 

The facility will let the company develop gas fields that nor¬ 
mally wouldn’t be practical to develop because of their dis¬ 
tance from shore. 

First shipments could be made as early as 2016. 

Demand for LNG is expected to double in the next decade as 
the fuel continues to gain favor with countries looking to cut 
carbon emissions by switching away from coal-fired power 
plants. Asia is seen as a particularly strong market for the fuel. 
Middle Eastern countries like Qatar were the centers of LNG 
export development over the past decade, with the construc¬ 
tion of massive, multi-billion dollar land-based facilities. 
Australia is the current hotbed of activity, with a handful of 
huge projects underway. 

Shell has plans to spend up to $30 billion in the region in the 
next five years, and is also eyeing possible floating LNG proj¬ 
ects in East Timor. Indonesia, the South China Sea, Cypress, 
East Africa and Latin America. □ 


protests Saturday and on Sun¬ 
day, voting day. 

Prime Minister Jose Luis Ro¬ 
driguez Zapatero did not say 
whether he would order police 
to break up demonstrations. 
Interior Minister Alfredo Per¬ 
ez Rubalcaba was also cagey 
about how the government 
would deal with the protest¬ 
ers, although he said the po¬ 
lice would not act to make 
things worse.

There is a scene in the 1988 
blaxploitation parody “I’m 
Gonna Git You Sucka” where, 
as the hero enters the boudoir 
of a woman he’s just met, he 
confesses he’s not as well en¬ 
dowed as he may have indi¬ 
cated at the bar. 

The woman, relieved, says 
she has confessions of her 
own, then proceeds to remove 
her colored contacts, wig, 
fake derriere and breasts and, 
finally, her prosthetic leg. 

It’s funny partly because any¬ 
one who’s dated knows that 
appearances can be deceiv¬ 
ing. But now a new website, 
Cloud Girlfriend (cloudgirl- 
friend.com), proposes that 
completely faking it can be 
the start (or the entire basis) 
of a relationship. 

The concept is simple, if un¬ 
orthodox: Users build fantasy 
profiles by selecting a photo 
from a bevy of attractive peo¬ 
ple and creating a fictitious bi¬ 


ography and name. A series of 
simplistic either-or questions 
(Books or Movies?) shapes 
a personality and matches it 
with other fantasy profiles. 

If the match agrees to “date,” 
they can start sending mes¬ 
sages to each other. From 
there, the relationship can re- 


(New York Times) 
main a fantasy; or, if the us¬ 
ers decide to reveal their true 
selves, it can progress or die. 
The original idea for Cloud 
Girlfriend was a little dif¬ 
ferent, and more devious. It 
would have created fake Face- 
book accounts of ideal girl¬ 
friends or boyfriends (say, a 


model who saves endangered 
species) to post messages to 
one’s Facebook wall. 

Users would receive the emo¬ 
tional benefit of sweet talk 
without actually being in a re¬ 
lationship, said David Fuhri- 
man, a founder of the site. 
And these fake mates would 
also make the real, live target 
of their affection look more 
desirable, provoking the jeal¬ 
ousy of Facebook-stalking 
exes. 

There was immediate interest: 
In the month preceding the 
site’s start in late April, 85,000 
people signed up, Fuhriman 
said. But in the meantime, 
Cloud Girlfriend received a 
letter from Facebook’s law¬ 
yers, warning that fake pro¬ 
files are forbidden on the site. 
The new incarnation of the 
company raises interesting 
questions: Can two conscious¬ 
ly misrepresented people flirt 
privately and rewardingly? 
And can that experience blos¬ 
som into a relationship? 


The online gaming world indi¬ 
cates there is potential. Fuhri¬ 
man has described the site’s 
current iteration as a combina¬ 
tion of Match.com and Sec¬ 
ond Life, an online role-play¬ 
ing game wherein users create 
avatars - idealized selves - to 
navigate virtual worlds. Play¬ 
ers in such games have fallen 
in love and even married. 
Sarah Smith-Robbins, a pro¬ 
fessor at Indiana University 
specializing in social media, 
said that because avatars are 
highly customizable forms of 
self-expression, other play¬ 
ers can infer things about the 
player’s true personality from 
them. 

Relationships starting with to¬ 
tal fabrication could succeed, 
she guessed, but perhaps not 
often in meaningful ways. 

“It’s going to be the equiva¬ 
lent of a nightclub,” she said, 
adding, “Maybe you hit it off, 
and you go home together, but 
the next day it’s a completely 
different world.’Q

A lot of people were shocked 
by the charges that the head 
of the International Monetary 
Fund sexually assaulted a 
hotel housekeeper in New 
York last weekend. 

But housekeepers and hotel 
security experts say that 
housekeepers have long had 
to deal with various sexual 
affronts from male guests, 
including explicit comments, 
groping, guests who expose 
themselves and even 
attempted rape. 

“These problems happen with 
some regularity,” said Anthony 
Roman, chief executive of 
Roman & Associates, a Long 


Island company that advises 
hotels on security matters. 
“They’re not rare, but they’re 
not common either.” 

Hotels are reluctant to discuss 
such incidents, but security 
experts say the accusations 
against Dominique Strauss- 
Kahn, the IMF managing 
director, will prompt some 
hotel managers to review their 
security practices to better 
protect their housekeeping 
staff. 

Zemina Cuturic, a refugee 
from Bosnia who works at 
the Tremont Chicago Hotel, 
said she remained frightened 
whenever she had to clean 
Room 410 because of what 
happened there a year ago. 


She was vacuuming, she said, 
and the guest, who had left the 
room minutes earlier, suddenly 
reappeared and “reached to try 
to kiss me behind my ear.” 

“I dropped my vacuum, and 
then he grabbed my body at 
the waist, and he was holding 
me close,” Cuturic recalled. 
She persuaded the guest to let 
her go, and she fled. “It was 
very scary,” she said. 

Cuturic reported the incident 
to hotel management, but 
decided against going to the 
police. 

“I was kind of scared that he’d 
come back the next day if I 
did,” she said. 

A Tremont official said the 
hotel, part of the Starwood 


chain, has a full-time security 
guard whose only job is to 
watch over the housekeeping 
staff. In the incident Cuturic 


described, the official said that 
management confronted the 
man and insisted that he leave 
the hotel.□

The bar was hosting a round

“People are gunning for me 
now,” DerHohannesian said 
with a grin, cracking the first 
of what would be many cans 
of Pabst Blue Ribbon that eve¬ 
ning. “I’ve got to stay sharp.” 
In the world of Big Buck 
Hunter, staying sharp doesn’t 
always mean staying sober. 
Last year at the world champi¬ 


onship, held at the Cubby Bear 
sports bar in Chicago, DerHo¬ 
hannesian drank eight bottles 
of Miller High Life and won 
the head-to-head Big Buck Sa¬ 
fari tournament. He left with a 
$10,000 check. 


As Andy Lin, 33, a New York¬ 
er who is nationally ranked and 
nicknamed the Big Buck Nin¬ 
ja for his eerily quiet shooting 
style, said: “Not being able to 
see straight sometimes helps 
you see straighter.” 

Still, drinking remains less a 
performance enhancer than a 
byproduct of the game’s inher¬ 


ently social character. 
DerHohannesian began play¬ 
ing in 2006 as a way to let off 
steam with friends after work. 
He took the game more seri¬ 
ously after Play Mechanix in¬ 
troduced regional and national 


tournaments in 2008, with top 
players competing several 
times a year. He now practices 
a few times a week at pubs 
like the Black Bear and the 
Horseshoe Bar in the East Vil¬ 
lage. He is often accompanied 
by members of the Back Alley 
Critter Waxers, his eight-man 
“hunting party,” whose stats 
and trash talk are recorded on 
one of the game’s official on¬ 
line message boards. 

Solitary play seems contrary 
to the spirit of game. Recently, 
Richard Flynn, 30, a research¬ 
er at the Sleep Disorders Cen¬ 
ter at New York University 
and a nationally ranked play¬ 
er, formed a one-man hunting 
party called the Crudest Ani¬ 
mal. 

“It’s based on the Nietzsche 
quote,” he said. 


DerHohannesian disap¬ 
proves of solo hunters 
and has been trying to 
recruit Flynn for his 
own hunting posse. 


“We’re trying to bring him 
over to the dark side,” he said 
with a laugh. 

As for why he’s so good at the 
game, DerHohannesian attrib¬ 
uted it to “a strict regimen of 
beef jerky and certain types of 
alcohol.” 

In truth, his hand-eye coordi¬ 
nation, honed from years of 
playing hockey and guitar, is 
extraordinary. 

During his rounds, DerHo¬ 


hannesian tended to shoot the 
game’s virtual mammals in the 
head or the heart as they gal¬ 
loped across the screen. In one 
inspired trek, he mowed down 
kudu, ibex and gemsbok for a 
perfect score. 

Still, the competition was stiff. 
Around a dozen challengers 
had showed up, ranging from 
a young female vegan with a 
mohawk to a process server 
in Manhattan who shoots trap 
and skeet every weekend on 
Long Island. The latter, An¬ 
drew Chao, rose immediately 
to the top of the leader board, 
eliciting some playful dispar¬ 
agement from the champ. 
“He’s what we call a screen 
stabber,” DerHohannesian 
said. “He stands too close to 
the screen.” 

Lin said a competitive streak 
runs through most die-hard 
Buck Hunters. “If we lived 
in another age where people 
fought with swords or dueled 
with guns, we’d probably be 
doing that instead,” he said. 
“Thank God we use an elec¬ 
tronic video game.” 
DerHohannesian lost focus as 
the night, and the drinking, 
continued. He shot too many 
doe, ending his turns, and pre¬ 
tended to shoot himself in the 
head in frustration. Lin edged 
ahead to finish second. Chao 
won the $100 bar tab. 

“It’s not $10,000,” DerHohan¬ 
nesian said. “But I regret not 
winning that tab. It won’t hap¬ 
pen again. ”□

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The big society

LONDON - Fifty years ago, 
Jane Jacobs published a book 
called “The Death and Life of 
Great American Cities.” The 
book was not only an indict¬ 
ment of contemporary urban 
development; it offered a vi¬ 
sion for a healthy community. 
Jacobs described a streetscape 
as an organic ballet, as the 
comings and goings of shop 
owners, office workers, cops 
and parents. She described the 
complex interplay of many 
different types of people on 
one city block. 

Here in Britain, Prime Minis¬ 
ter David Cameron’s govern¬ 
ment is trying to foster that 
sort of society. Until Cam¬ 
eron, Britain - like the U.S. 
- had one party that spoke 
on behalf of the market (the 
Conservatives) and one party 
that spoke on behalf of the 
state (Labour). But Cameron 
is initiating a series of poli¬ 
cies, under the rubric “Big 
Society,” that seek to nurture 
community bonds, civic ac¬ 
tivism and social capital. The 
Big Society started in part as 
a political gadget, as a way 
to distinguish the current 
Conservatives from the more 
individualistic ethos of the 
Thatcher years. It has turned 
out to be something of a damp 
squid politically. Most voters 
have no idea what the phrase 
“Big Society” means. But, 
substantively, the legislative 
package has been a success. 
The British government is un¬ 
dergoing a fundamental trans¬ 
formation. 

Cameron inherited one of the 
largest governments in the af¬ 
fluent world (under Gordon 
Brown, the public spending 
reached 51 percent of GDP). 
It was also one of the most 
centralized. The national 


government accounts for 70 
percent of total government 
spending in Britain, compared 
with 55 percent in the U.S., 35 
percent in Japan and 20 per¬ 
cent in Germany. 

Cameron has unveiled a series 
of measures to decentralize 
power to local governments, 
to increase government trans¬ 
parency and to disburse wel¬ 
fare provisions to a variety of 
delivery mechanisms. 

His government has boosted 
the number of charter schools. 
There’s been a welfare reform 
bill to encourage work and to 
get rid of the perverse incen¬ 
tives that induced people to 
remain on the dole. The police 
forces are going to have to 
start answering to the public. 
Twelve more big cities will 
have elected mayors. Local 
communities have more con¬ 
trol of federal money and run 
things themselves. There’s 
been a raft of provisions try¬ 
ing to use the insights from 
behavioral economics. 
Cameron’s trying to get the 
British people to change their 
social norms. Many British 
governments have effectively 
said: If you pay your taxes 
you can sit back and we ex¬ 
perts will take care of your 
problems. The Thatcher gov¬ 
ernment said: Get off your 
couch and start a business. 
Cameron says: Get off the 
couch and take responsibility 
for your community. Cam¬ 
eron is trying to spark active 
citizenship. The measures are 
not without critics. From the 
left, Polly Toynbee, a colum¬ 
nist for The Guardian, argues 
that the current centralized 
system ensures uniformity 
and fairness. But with local¬ 
ism and decentralization, she 
continues, the richer areas 
will outperform the poorer 
areas. Inequality and corrup¬ 
tion will replace fairness and 
uniformity. Others see the Big 
Society as the gentle mask to 
cover savage spending cuts. 
Still others see it as upper- 
middle-class noblesse oblige. 
Working-class families who 
have two jobs and who come 
home exhausted at 10 in the 
evening don’t need to be lec¬ 
tured by the government on 
why they should volunteer at 
the blood bank.Q 
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Some years ago, one of my 
neighbors, an emigre Rus¬ 
sian engineer, offered an ob¬ 
servation about his adopted 
country. “America seems very 
rich,” he said, “but I never see 
anyone actually making any¬ 
thing.” 

That was a bit unfair, but not 
completely - and as time went 
by it became increasingly ac¬ 
curate. By the middle years of 
the last decade, I used to joke 
that Americans made a living 
by selling each other hous¬ 
es, which they paid for with 
money borrowed from China. 
Manufacturing, once Ameri¬ 
ca’s greatest strength, seemed 
to be in terminal decline. 

But that may be changing. 
Manufacturing is one of the 


bright spots of a generally dis¬ 
appointing recovery, and there 
are signs - preliminary, but 
hopeful, nonetheless - that a 
sustained comeback may be 
under way. 

And there’s something else 
you should know: If right- 
wing critics of efforts to res¬ 
cue the economy had got¬ 
ten their way, this comeback 
wouldn’t be happening. 

The story so far: In the 1990s, 
U.S. manufacturing em¬ 
ployment was more or less 
steady. After 2000, however, 
it entered a steep decline. The 
2001 recession hit industry 
hard, while the bubble-fueled 
expansion of the decade’s 
middle years - an expansion 
marked by a huge rise in the 
trade deficit - left manufac¬ 
turing behind. By December 
2007, there were 3.5 million 
fewer U.S. manufacturing 
workers than there had been 
in 2000; millions more jobs 
disappeared in the slump that 
followed. 

Only a handful of these lost 
jobs have come back, so far. 


But, as I said, there are indica¬ 
tions of a turnaround. 
Crucially, the manufacturing 
trade deficit seems to be com¬ 
ing down. At this point, it’s 
only about half as large as a 
share of GDP as it was at the 
peak of the housing bubble, 
and further improvements are 
in the pipeline. The Boston 
Consulting Group, which is 
now predicting a U.S. “manu¬ 
facturing renaissance,” points 
to major U.S. firms like Cat¬ 
erpillar that once shifted pro¬ 
duction abroad but are now 
moving it back. At the same 
time, companies from other 
countries, especially Europe¬ 
an firms, are moving produc¬ 
tion to America. 

And one potential disaster has 
been avoided: The U.S. auto 
industry, which many people 
were writing off just two years 
ago, has weathered the storm. 
In particular, General Motors 
has now had five consecutive 
profitable quarters. 

America’s industrial heartland 
is now leading the economic 
recovery. □

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Report: George Hincapie says lance Armstrong doped

NEW YORK (AP) — George 
Hincapie, a longtime member 
of Lance Armstrong’s inner 
circle, has told federal au¬ 
thorities he saw the seven¬ 
time Tour de France winner 
use performance-enhancing 
drugs, according to a U.S. 
news report. 

A segment of the “60 Min¬ 
utes” report aired Friday on 


the “CBS Evening News,” 
one day after it broadcast an 
interview with another former 
member of Armstrong’s U.S. 
Postal Service team, Tyler 
Hamilton. 

Hamilton said he also used 
PEDs with Armstrong. 
Hincapie has often been de¬ 
picted as one of Armstrong’s 
most loyal teammates and was 


with him for all seven Tour 
victories. 

In an interview last year, Arm¬ 
strong said Hincapie was “like 
a brother to me.” 

Hincapie is among a number 
of former Armstrong team¬ 
mates and employees who 
have appeared before a federal 
grand jury in Los Angeles in¬ 
vestigating doping in cycling. 
Hamilton said he testified for 
six hours before the panel. 
Armstrong has never tested 
positive and has steadfastly 
denied doping. 

According to “60 Minutes”, 
Hincapie testified that he and 
Armstrong supplied each 
other with the endurance¬ 
boosting substance EPO and 
discussed having used another 
banned substance, testoster¬ 
one, to prepare for races. Cit¬ 
ing the ongoing investigation, 
Hincapie declined to be inter¬ 
viewed by “60 Minutes”. 
Interviewed at the Tour of 
California in Solvang, Hin¬ 
capie said he didn’t want to 


talk about the “60 Minutes” 
report. 

“It’s just unfortunate that 
that’s all people want to talk 
about now,” he said. “I’m not 
going to partake in any cy¬ 
cling-bashing. 

I have done everything to be 
the best I can be. 

“I want the focus on the future 
of the sport, what it’s done to 
clean itself up. I believe in cy¬ 
cling and want to support it.” 
Asked to comment on the 
newest report, Armstrong’s 
spokesman, Mark Fabiani, 
said: “We have no way of 
knowing what happened in the 
grand jury and so can’t com¬ 
ment on these anonymously 
sourced reports.” 

The Hincapie and Hamilton 
revelations come a year after 
Floyd Landis, who had his 
2006 Tour title stripped for 
using steroids, claimed he 
and Armstrong had both used 
drugs while on the U.S. Postal 
team. 

But while Hamilton and Lan¬ 


dis have credibility problems 
that Armstrong has pointed 
out — both cyclists denied 
using drugs for years before 
changing their story and im¬ 
plicating Armstrong — there 
aren’t as many issues with 
Hincapie. 

The 3 7-year-old cyclist from 
New York has no known posi¬ 
tive tests. He was on the Postal 
team even before Armstrong 
and, once Armstrong joined it, 
the two were frequent room¬ 
mates on the road. 

When Landis alleged that 
drug use was common on the 
U.S. Postal team, Hincapie 
responded by saying, “It both¬ 
ers me, because I’ve been do¬ 
ing this for 17 years and never 
heard anything bad about me.” 
After CBS aired the Hamilton 
interview Thursday, the cyclist 
gave his 2004 Olympic gold 
medal back to the U.S. Anti- 
Doping Agency, which said it 
is working with the Interna¬ 
tional and U.S. Olympic com¬ 
mittees on an investigation.Q

Paralyzed man freely moves after getting Implant

LONDON - After Rob Sum¬ 
mers was paralyzed below 
the chest in a car accident in 
2006, his doctors told him 
he would never stand again. 
They were wrong. 

Despite intensive physical 
therapy for three years, Sum¬ 
mers’ condition hadn’t im¬ 
proved. 

So in 2009, doctors implanted 
an electrical stimulator onto 
the lining of his spinal cord 
to try waking up his damaged 
nervous system. Within days, 
Summers, 25, stood without 
help. 

Months later, he wiggled his 
toes, moved his knees, ankles 
and hips, and was able to take 
a few steps on a treadmill. 

44 It was the most incredible 
feeling,” said Summers, of 
Portland, Oregon. 44 After not 
being able to move for four 
years, I thought things could 
finally change.” 

Still, despite his renewed op¬ 
timism, Summers can’t stand 
when he’s not in a therapy 
session with the stimulator 
turned on, and he normally 
gets around in a wheelchair. 
Doctors are currently limiting 
his use of the device, made by 
Minneapolis-based Medtron¬ 
ic, Inc., to several hours at a 
time. 

His case is described in a pa¬ 
per published Friday in the 
journal, Lancet. 

The research was paid for by 
the U.S. National Institutes of 
Health and the Christopher 
and Dana Reeve Foundation. 
For years, certain people with 
incomplete spinal cord inju¬ 
ries, who have some control 
of their limbs, have experi¬ 
enced some improvement af¬ 
ter experiments to electrically 
stimulate their muscles. 

But such progress had not 
been seen before in someone 
with a complete spinal cord 
injury.

“This is not a cure, but it could 
lead to improved functionality 
in some patients,” said Gre- 
goire Courtine, head of exper¬ 
imental neurorehabilitation at 
the University of Zurich. 

He was not connected to 
Summers’ case. Courtine cau¬ 
tioned Summers’ recovery 
didn’t make any difference to 
the patient’s daily life and that 
more research was needed to 
help paralyzed people regain 
enough mobility to make a 
difference in their normal rou¬ 
tines. 

The electrical stimulator sur¬ 
geons implanted onto Sum¬ 
mers’ spinal cord is usually 
used to relieve pain and can 
cost up to $20,000. Summers’ 
doctors implanted it lower 
than normal, onto the very 
bottom of his vertebrae. 

“The stimulator sends a gen¬ 
eral signal to the spinal cord 
to walk or stand,” said Dr. 
Susan Harkema, rehabilita¬ 
tion research director at the 
Kentucky Spinal Cord Injury 
Research Center in Louisville 
and the Lancet study’s lead 
author. 

Harkema and her colleagues 
were surprised Summers was 
able to voluntarily move his 


legs. 

“That tells us we can access 
the circuitry of the nervous 
system, which opens up a 
whole new avenue for us to 
address paralysis,” Harkema 
said. She said prescribing 
drugs might also speed recov¬ 
ery. 

Dr. John McDonald, director 
of the International Center for 
Spinal Cord Injury at Kennedy 
Krieger Institute in Baltimore, 
said the strategy could be rap¬ 
idly adopted for the 10 to 15 
percent of paralyzed patients 
who might benefit. He was 
not connected to the Summers 
case. 

“There is no question we will 
do this for our patients,” he 
said. McDonald added that 
since the electrical stimulators 
are already approved for pain 
relief, it shouldn’t be diffi¬ 
cult to also study them to help 
some patients regain move¬ 
ment. 

For now, Summers does about 
two hours a day of physical 
therapy. 

“My ultimate goal is to walk 
and run again,” he said. “I be¬ 
lieve anything is possible and 
that I will get out of my wheel¬ 
chair one day.’Q 


Home births up, driven by natural birth subculture

ATLANTA - Home births rose 20 per¬ 
cent over four years, government figures 
show, reflecting what experts say is a 
small subculture among white women to¬ 
ward natural birth. 

Fewer than 1 percent of U.S. births occur 
at home. But the proportion is clearly go¬ 
ing up, study by researchers at the Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and Prevention 
found. The new figures are for 2004 to 
2008. Home births had been declining 
from 1990 to 2004. The increase was 
driven by white women — 1 in 98 had 
their babies at home in 2008, the most 
recent year for which the statistics were 
available. Only about 1 in 357 black 


women give birth at home, and just 1 in 
500 Hispanic women do. 

“I think there’s more of a natural birth 
subculture going on with white women 
— an interest in a low-intervention birth 
in a familiar setting,” said the lead author, 
Marian MacDorman of the CDC’s Na¬ 
tional Center for Health Statistics. 

For all races combined, about 1 in 143 
births were at home in 2008, up from 1 in 
179 in 2004. 

Geographically, 27 states had significant 
increases during those four years. Mon¬ 
tana, Vermont and Oregon had the most 
home births — about 1 in 50 births were 
at home in those states. Alaska’s rate was 
nearly as high, and it’s clear that some 
home births occur because women are in 


remote locations and are not able to get to 
hospitals in time for delivery. 

The increase is notable because doc¬ 
tors groups have been increasingly vocal 
about opposing home births, The Ameri¬ 
can College of Obstetricians and Gyne¬ 
cologists has for years warned against 
home births, arguing they can be unsafe, 
especially if the mother has high-risk 
medical conditions, if the attendant is in¬ 
adequately trained or if there’s no quick 
way to get mother and child to a hospital 
if something goes awry. 

Doctor participation in home births de¬ 
clined by 38 percent from 2004 to 2008. 
The percentage of home births attended 
by certified midwives and nurse-mid- 
wives grew, meanwhile.Q

TOKYO (AP) — Panasonic 
Corp., which faces a tough 
road this year after Japan’s 
earthquake, tsunami and nu¬ 
clear crisis, believes it can 
turn disaster into opportunity 
as the country rethinks its en¬ 
ergy policy. 

President Fumio Ohtsubo said 
Friday his company’s recent 
efforts to move toward envi¬ 
ronmentally friendly products 
and renewable energy tech¬ 
nologies would eventually 
pay off. Like other Japanese 
companies, Panasonic faces 
intense competition from 
newcomers and aggressive 
Asian rivals in its mainstay 
consumer electronics busi¬ 
ness. The Osaka-based com¬ 
pany, which makes Viera TVs 
and Lumix digital cameras, 
decided it needed to seek new 
growth elsewhere. 

If Panasonic sticks to audio¬ 
visual and white goods, then 
“our future growth will be 
limited,” Ohtsubo told report¬ 
ers in Tokyo. 

Panasonic’s goal is to trans¬ 
form itself into “the No. 1 
green innovation company in 


the electronics industry” by 
2018. 

It aims to grab the biggest 
share of the worldwide market 
for lithium-ion batteries, and 
use its acquisition of Sanyo 
Electric Co. to jump into the 
top three in the global solar 
business. 

Japan’s disaster could set the 
stage for that to happen. 

The country faces potential 
power shortages this sum¬ 
mer, without electricity from 
the crippled Fukushima Dai- 
ichi nuclear plant, which was 
knocked out by the tsunami. 
The Hamaoka nuclear plant 
in central Japan is also being 
shut down because of safety 
fears, further crimping energy 
resources. 

The government has asked 
companies to cut electricity 
use by 15 percent. At home, 
people are being encouraged 
to set room temperatures at 28 
degrees Celsius (82 degrees 
Fahrenheit), use fans instead 
of air conditioners and unplug 
gadgets. 

Earlier this, Prime Minister 
Naoto Kan announced that Ja¬ 
pan would overhaul its long¬ 
term energy policy, which had 


included a plan to raise the 
country’s reliance on nuclear 
energy from 30 percent to 50 
percent. 

The government, Kan said, 
will place greater focus on re¬ 
newable energy such as solar, 
wind and biomass, as well as 
conservation. 

For Panasonic, the new think¬ 
ing on energy represents a 
“big chance” for the company, 
Ohtsubo said. 

“In the mid- to long-term, 
there are big overlaps be¬ 
tween Japan’s recovery vision 
and Panasonic’s concept,” he 
said. 

It will first have to weather 
challenges in the short term. 
Ohtsubo said he expects this 
fiscal year to be “extremely 
difficult,” with sales slumping 
in the aftermath of March 11 
disasters. 

Also weighing on the compa¬ 
ny are potential power short¬ 
ages this summer and short¬ 
ages of components that con¬ 
tinue to hamper production. 
Last month, Panasonic said it 
is cutting about 17,000 jobs 
worldwide over two years 
as part of restructuring. The 
company will streamline op¬ 


erations to boost profitabil¬ 
ity, including selling some 
of its businesses, and reduce 
its nearly 367,000 workers 
to 350,000 by the fiscal year 
ending March 2013. 

Ohtsubo said Friday that the 
cuts would affect a roughly 
equal percentage of workers 
in Japan and overseas. 
Panasonic reported a 40.7 bil¬ 
lion yen ($499 million) loss

for the January-March quarter. 
The loss was largely due to 61 
billion yen ($748 million) in 
restructuring costs. Panasonic 
had reported an 8.89 billion 
yen loss for the same period 
the previous year. 

The company did not release 
forecasts for the fiscal year 
that began April 1 because it 
could not yet calculate the full 
damage from the disasters. □ 


lT-watchdog takes on Sony 
over PlayStation network 

BERLIN (AP) — Germany’s 
official IT-watchdog is criti¬ 
cizing Sony for failing to pro¬ 
vide sufficient information on 
the data security of its newly 
restored PlayStation network. 

Germany’s Federal Office for 
Information Security said Fri¬ 
day the information provided 
by Sony “has failed to quell 
doubts” on the network’s se¬ 
curity following last month’s 
massive breach that affected 
over 100 million online ac¬ 
counts. 

It said the Japanese firm has 
left several questions unan¬ 
swered and also failed to meet with the agency. 

Sony’s PlayStation network is a system that links gamers world¬ 
wide in live play. 

Sony Corp. began partially restoring its PlayStation Network 
service in the U.S., Europe and elsewhere on Sunday after shut¬ 
ting down the service following the April 20 security breach.Q

Skype cancels IPO to clear way for sale 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Internet calling service Skype has 
cancelled its IPO now that it’s agreed to be sold to Microsoft 
for $8.5 billion. Skype served notice that it was withdrawing its 
initial public offering of stock in a Friday filing with regulators. 
The IPO became moot last week after Skype accepted Micro¬ 
soft’s takeover offer. Skype, currently owned by investment 
funds and eBay, had filed its plans to go public last August. 
Microsoft Corp. hopes to complete the Skype purchase by year- 
end. It will be the most expensive acquisition in Microsoft’s 
36-year history. About 170 million people worldwide use Skype 
for video calls and phone chats, icrosoft plans to weave Skype 
into its Outlook e-mail, software for mobile phones and xBox 
360 video game console.□ 

Regulators shut 2 Ga banks; 42 shuttered 

WASHINGTON - Regulators have shut down two banks in 
Georgia, lifting to 42 the number of U.S. bank failures this year 
in the wake of a gutted economy and mounds of soured loans. 
The Federal Deposit Insurance Corp. seized Atlantic Southern 
Bank, based in Macon, with $741.9 million in assets, and First 
Georgia Banking Co., based in Franklin, with $731 million in 
assets. CertusBank, based in Easley, S.C., agreed to assume the 
assets and deposits of the failed banks. The failures of Atlantic 
Southern Bank and First Georgia Banking Co. are expected 
to cost the deposit insurance fund $273.5 million and $156.5 
million, respectively.□ 


Apple nears music deal with labels

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Apple Inc. is close to securing deals 
with all four major recording companies on a music service 
that will allow users to stream songs stored on remote com¬ 
puter servers, presumably to an array of portable Apple-made 
devices, a person familiar with the matter said Friday. 

Such a service would give people a wide array of music on-the- 
go, without having to worry about limited storage space and the 
need to physically connect different devices to transfer songs. 
Universal Music Group, a division of Vivendi SA, is about to 
sign a deal that will give Apple the right to stream songs to its 
customers, although how exactly the service will function is 
unclear, the person said. 

The cloud music service is likely to be unveiled at Apple’s an¬ 
nual developers’ conference in San Francisco, which gets under 
way on June 6. Agreements with the units of the recording com¬ 
panies that collect songwriting royalties have not yet been com¬ 
pleted but are expected to be finalized quickly, the person said.

Unemployment falls in 
three-quarters of U.S. states

WASHINGTON - Unemployment rates fell last 
month in more than three-quarters of the nation’s 
states, adding to evidence that companies are 
feeling more confident in the U.S. economy. 

The Labor Department said Friday that 
unemployment rates dropped in 39 states in April. 
It’s the largest number of states to see decrease 
since November 2003. Rates rose in three 
states and the District of Columbia. They were 
unchanged in eight states. 

Employers added workers in 42 states, the best 
showing since March 2007 — nine months before 
the recession started. Only eight states and the 
District of Columbia lost jobs last month. 
Nationally, businesses have added more than 
250,000 jobs per month, on average, in the past 
three months. It’s the fastest hiring spree in five 
years. The unemployment rate has dropped nearly 
a full percentage point since November. Still, it 
remains very high at 9 percent. 

New York added 45,700 jobs in April, the most of 
any state. It was followed by Texas, which added 


32,900 jobs, and Pennsylvania, which gained 
23,700 jobs. 

Michigan lost 10,200 jobs, the largest decline of 
any state. Minnesota lost 5,200 jobs and South 
Carolina shed 3,800 jobs. 

Nevada reported the biggest monthly drop 
in unemployment among all states. Despite 
the decline, unemployment in Nevada was 
12.5 percent, the highest in the nation. New 
Mexico and Oklahoma reported the next biggest 
monthly decreases. North Dakota had the lowest 
unemployment rate of any state at 3.3 percent. It 
has benefited from oil production, which is among 
the state’s top industries. 

Other states with low unemployment rates were 
Nebraska, New Hampshire and South Dakota. 

By region, the Northeast had the lowest 
unemployment rate at 8 percent. The Midwest’s 
unemployment rate was 8.1 percent, followed by 
the South, 8.8 percent, and then the West, 10.4 
percent. 

The West region includes California and Nevada, 
two of the states hit hardest by the foreclosure 
crisis.□

NEW YORK - Oil climbed 
above $99 per barrel in vola¬ 
tile trading on Friday as the 
dollar weakened. Pump prices 
fell again as another industry 
report showed that drivers are 
buying less gasoline. 
Benchmark crude for June de¬ 
livery rose $1.05 to settle at 
$99.49 per barrel. Friday was 
the final day for the June con¬ 
tract on the New York Mer¬ 
cantile Exchange, and most of 
the trading shifted to the July 
contract, which rose $1.17 to 
settle at $100.10 per barrel. 

A slight decline in the dollar 
helped push oil higher. Crude 
is priced in dollars. When the 
dollar drops crude becomes 
cheaper for investors hold¬ 
ing foreign money. Oil was 
lower early in the day, after an 
industry group said gasoline 
demand fell in April for the 
first time in three months. The 
American Petroleum Institute 
said demand dropped 2.2 per¬ 
cent last month when com¬ 
pared with the same month 
last year. 

The report echoed previous 
data from the Energy Depart¬ 
ment and MasterCard Spend- 
ingPulse. And it underlined 
concerns that high pump pric¬ 
es are forcing more people to 
drive less.

Government examining airline ticket distribution

DALLAS - The government is investi¬ 
gating whether companies that distribute 
airline flight and fare information are sti¬ 
fling competition and violating federal 
antitrust laws. The Justice Department 
confirmed the investigation Friday after 
several airlines and two leading ticket 
information-distribution companies said 
they received letters from antitrust offi¬ 
cials. 

This is the latest twist in an escalating 
fight between airlines and so-called glob¬ 
al distribution systems over how air travel 
is sold, especially to lucrative corporate 
accounts. 

Many consumers buy tickets online di¬ 
rectly from the airlines, but corporations 
often use travel agencies that get informa¬ 
tion about flights and fares from the three 
big distribution companies. 


American Airlines has led the challenge 
to the current setup. It wants to deal di¬ 
rectly with travel agents to reduce fees 
it pays to the distribution systems and to 
use its own information about customers 
to sell them extra services. 

American claims distribution companies 
have struck back by making information 
about its flights harder to find. 

American said Friday that it received a 
civil demand for information from the 
Justice Department. The airline declined 
to release the document, but spokesman 
Andrew Backover said, “American is not 
the subject of the investigation.” 

Delta Air Lines and US Airways ac¬ 
knowledged getting similar requests from 
antitrust regulators, as did two large dis¬ 
tribution systems, or GDS companies, 
Travelport Ltd. and Sabre Holdings. 
Travelport spokeswoman Jill Brenner 
said the company “welcomes the GDS 


industry investigation” and “is confident 
that it is in complete compliance with the 
antitrust laws.” 

Sabre spokeswoman Nancy St. Pierre 
said the Justice Department made no al¬ 
legations when it contacted the company 
and that it too obeys antitrust laws. 

Justice Department spokeswoman Gina 
Talamona said the agency’s antitrust di¬ 
vision “is investigating the possibility of 
anticompetitive practices in the global 
distribution systems industry.” She de¬ 
clined to comment further. 

Last month American sued Travelport, 
accusing it of monopoly tactics and re¬ 
taliating against the airline by burying 
information about its flights. 

Travelport’s systems handled $2.7 billion 
in American ticket sales last year. 
Travelport, Sabre and a third company, 
Amadeus, control all the distribution sys¬ 
tems in the U.S.Q 


Pump prices hit the highest 
levels since 2008 earlier this 
month. They started falling 
two weeks ago as oil retreated 
from a high near $114 a bar¬ 
rel. On Friday the national 
average for a gallon of regu¬ 
lar dropped another 2 cents, to 
$3,886 per gallon, according 
to AAA, Wright Express and 
Oil Price Information Service. 
Gasoline is still the most ex¬ 
pensive it’s ever been for this 
time of year. 

Analysts said some investors 
were concerned about reports 
that al-Qaida last summer con¬ 
sidered hijacking and blowing 
up oil tankers to provoke an 
“extreme economic crisis” in 
the West. The plans were in 
documents seized from Osa¬ 
ma bin Laden’s compound 
in Pakistan. Jim Ritterbusch, 
who has traded oil contracts 
since they first traded on the 
Nymex in 1983, said worries 
about terrorism usually don’t 
affect oil prices much. A tank¬ 
er holds about 2 million bar¬ 
rels. That’s enough to supply 
world demand for only about 
half an hour. 

“These are isolated incidents, 
and the actual quantity of any 
one tanker isn’t that big of a 
deal,” Ritterbusch said. □

The few times I have seen the 
talk show “Chelsea Lately,” a 
premonition of a world flat¬ 
tened by small talk and Kim 
Kardashian’s rear, my sense 
of its outspoken and attractive 
host, Chelsea Handler, has 
been that she is not so much 
giving quarter to her guests as 
holding them at bay with her 
intelligence. 

It is obvious that Handler, 
who delights in calling her 
staff “idiots,” has a good head 
on her shoulders. 

“So, I’m steering this ship,” 
she will say with a gloomy 
laugh. She has produced four 
books in almost as many 
years. She calls them silly. 
Silly or not, they have sold in 
the millions. 

Below the neck, Handler is 
arranged along old-fashioned 
lines. Writers have described 
her as a California surfer type, 
but the truth is closer to the 
fantasy. In person, without 
makeup, her body has the pre¬ 
silicone lushness of a 4 60s 
Playmate. 

That naturalness also invades 
her writing, which is appar¬ 
ently how many people dis¬ 
cover Handler. A few days be¬ 
fore our meeting for lunch, at 
Lure Fishbar in New York, I 
picked up her two later books 
at an airport kiosk; her first, 


“My Horizontal Life,” an ac¬ 
count of her one-night stands 
that was published in 2005, 
was also available, but I de¬ 
cided I’d start with Handler 
vertical and work my way 
backward. 

I dropped the books on the 


counter. 

“Oh, she’s so funny,” the fe¬ 
male clerk said. 

On the plane, as the flight at¬ 
tendant was helping me put 
away my bag, she noticed the 
books on my seat. 

“Oh, she’s so funny,” she said. 


I had the feeling that if I held 
up one of Handler’s books, 
like Norma Rae, the entire 
plane would burst into ap¬ 
plause, or flames. 

Very soon the reason for this 
elation became clear. Perhaps 
distracted by my snorts of 
laughter, the colossus in the 
next seat, a man with thick 
forearms and a Vandyke, 
looked up drowsily from his 
laptop. 


“I’ve read her - she’s fun¬ 
ny,” he said. “But she’s a 
little raunchy.” 


At lunch, Handler listened to 
my story as I blurted it out. I 
knew I was dead. Her confi¬ 
dence, her lack of any need to 
please or pretend she is inter¬ 
ested in what you’re saying, is 
extraordinary to witness, like 
a steamroller crushing a trike. 
“Yeah, that’s my least favorite 
word, raunchy,” she said, un¬ 
folding her napkin. Handler, 
who had on khaki pants and 
a blousy sleeveless top with 
small gold jewelry, paused to 
give the waitress her order (ice 
water with lemon and steamed 
mussels) and then continued. 


“Men are more apt to use that 
word about women than wom¬ 
en are. I think that’s why my 
audience is so female-heavy. 
They cheer you on, whereas 
men are, like, you’re not sup¬ 
posed to talk like that.” 

Her boredom was evident. 
(Men, as far as I can tell, have 
not been shocked by the dirty 
mouths of female comedi¬ 
ans since Roseanne Barr an¬ 
nounced to an open mic, “I 
swallowed.”) 

Things hardly improved when 
I sputtered a comment about 
her new boyfriend, the hote¬ 
lier Andre Balazs, whom she 
has been dating since January. 
Handler gave me a look and 
then thought of something she 
had to type into her phone. 
Probably an SOS to her pub¬ 
licist, I thought. 

I forged ahead. Handler has 
turned previous relationships 
into comic fodder. Her last 
boyfriend, Ted Harbert, who 
in January became chairman 
of NBC Broadcasting after 
running Comcast Entertain¬ 
ment, which owns E!, was a 
good sport about it. She also 
talked about the rapper 50 
Cent, a close friend. □

Sir Alexander Fleming 

(1881-1955) 

Alexander Fleming was 
born on a farm in 
Scotland in 1881. He 
moved from Scotland to 
London. He fought in a 
war that took place in 
South Africa. Sir 
Alexander Fleming was 
the inventor of penicillin. 
He discovered penicillin 
in the year, 1928. 

He was a bacteriologist. 

He came up with penicillin when he was trying find a way to 
kill bacteria. Before he discovered penicillin he came up with 
lysozyme, a sobstance that kills the germs that aren't very 
serious and do not cause diseases. Alexander Fleming found out 
about penicillin accidently. When Alexander Fleming first saw 
penicillin it did not look like the medicine we have these days, 
it looked like some blue mold. Fleming knew it could be a kind 
of medicine because he noticed that around the mold the 
bacteria had disolved. The blue mold that Alexander Fleming 
saw in his dish destroying bacteria was penicillin. Penicillin 
was completed in 1940, by some other scientists in Britain. 
After penicillin was completed, Alexander Fleming collected 
25 honorary degrees, 26 metals, 18 prizes, 13 decorations, a 
membership in 87 scientific academies and societies. 

He was knighted in 1944, then in 1945 he received the Noble 
prize for physiology or medicine. 

Penicillin was the first antibiotic drug and it was first used to 
cure soldiers in World War II. Penicillin is almost completely 
harmless, even in large doses. But the present for of penicillin 
has changed greatly because bacteria has made antibodies 
against this medicine. Alexander Fleming died in 1955.

Glitch makes NASA cut short Endeavour spacewalk

HOUSTON (AP) — Two as¬ 
tronauts cut short Friday’s 
otherwise routine space- 
walk because of a broken 
spacesuit sensor, but most 
of their work was already 
finished outside the Inter¬ 


national Space Station. 
Nearly five hours into the 
6!/2-hour spacewalk, mis¬ 
sion controllers noticed that 
Gregory Chamitoff’s car¬ 
bon dioxide sensor wasn’t 
working. NASA needs to 
know if levels of carbon 
dioxide — expelled when 


you breathe — get too high. 
It’s likely that moisture 
caused the infrared sensor 
to fail, said lead spacewalk 
officer Allison Bolinger. 
She said engineers hope 
it will dry out by Chamit¬ 
off’s next spacewalk in one 
week because there’s only 
one extra large spacesuit on 
board that fits him. 

The levels were probably 
not too high, but control¬ 
lers told Chamitoff and 
spacewalking partner Drew 
Feustel not to finish install¬ 
ing an antenna on the space 
station because it would 
take too much time. 

Instead the duo did cleanup 
and other tasks. The space- 
walk lasted six hours and 
19 minutes, just 11 minutes 
shy of the scheduled time. 
Astronauts said the space- 
walk was still a success. 
“Really happy how it 
worked out today,” Chami¬ 


toff said. 

Feustel and Chamitoff had 
already installed a light 
fixture, swapped out some 
experiments parked outside 
the space station and were 
installing the antenna when 
the work was halted. 

NASA officials said this 
spacewalk was supposed 
to be as routine as they 
get for what is always a 
risky task of strolling out¬ 
side in space. Unlike other 
spacewalks, when the tasks 
were so tough their labored 
breathing could be heard 
on the radio, Chamitoff and 
Feustel didn’t sound like 
they were out of breath. 
This was the first space- 
walk for Chamitoff. He 
called it “a dream come 
true for me.” 

Endeavour’s astronauts 
will make four spacewalks 
while docked at the space 
station during their 16-day 


mission that ends June 1. 
This is Endeavour’s last 
flight and the next-to-last of 
the space shuttle program. 
NASA is shutting down the 
program this summer after 
30 years, to focus on inter¬ 
planetary travel. One more 
mission remains, by shuttle 
Atlantis, to carry up a load 
of supplies and equipment. 
On Friday, NASA set July 
8 as the target date for that 
launch. 

Mission controllers are still 
analyzing two damaged 
thermal tiles on Endeav¬ 
our’s underbelly. Unless 
ground engineers can prove 
that the two gouges — one 
of them the size of a deck 
of cards — are not a safety 
problem, Endeavour will 
make an unusual added in¬ 
spection of the underbelly 
Saturday. That examina¬ 
tion would involve a cam¬ 
era and laser at the end of 
a boom at the end of the 
shuttle’s robot arm. 

Damage on tile was blamed 
for the disintegration of 
space shuttle Columbia in 
2003. But similar damage 
to Endeavour in 2007 did 
not cause problems. 

NASA managers on Friday 
approved a first-of-its-kind 
maneuver on Monday for 
a photo op when a Russian 
Soyuz capsule undocks 
from the space station with 
three astronauts aboard. 
The capsule will back away 
to about 600 feet (180 me¬ 
ters) and stop. Then the sta¬ 
tion will slowly rotate so 
the Soyuz can get rare pho¬ 
tos of the shuttle docked to 
the station from different 
angles and from another 
spaceship.□

Barahona. Informo que Ze¬ 
laya (2006-2009) arribara al 
aeropuerto internacional Ton- 
contin de Tegucigalpa a las 


17.00 GMT acompanado por 
el canciller venezolano Nico¬ 
las Maduro. 

Barahona afirmo que Zelaya 
esta en Managua, donde afi- 
na los detalles de su retorno 
con lideres del Frente. Alii 
participo en la vispera en 
el denominado Foro de Sao 
Paulo junto a izquierdistas 
latinoamericanos. El acto lo 
encabezo el presidente de Ni¬ 
caragua Daniel Ortega, quien 
indico que acompanaria a Ze¬ 
laya a Honduras. 

El anuncio de Barahona se 
produce 24 horas despues que 
la canciller colombiana Maria 
Angela Holguin concluyo una 
visita de dos dias a Tegucigal¬ 
pa para acelerar un proceso 
de mediacion iniciado por el 
presidente hondureno Por- 
firio Lobo y sus colegas Jose 
Manuel Santos de Colombia y 
Hugo Chavez de Venezuela. 
Chavez se encuentra entre los 
lideres sudamericanos que se 
han resistido a reconocer la 
legitimidad del gobierno de 
Lobo y se han opuesto al re¬ 
torno a la OEA. Otros paises 
que tienen esa postura son 
Ecuador, Argentina, Bolivia y 
Brasil. 

Lobo, Santos y Chavez se re- 


unieron en abril en la ciudad 
colombiana de Cartagena de 
Indias, en donde acordaron 
facilitar la llegada de Zelaya a 
Tegucigalpa como paso previo 
para que Honduras sea read- 
mitida en el seno de la Orga- 
nizacion de los Estados Amer¬ 
icanos (OEA). Esa situacion 
se daria antes de celebrarse la 
asamblea general de la OEA 
en El Salvador, prevista para 
el 5 y 7 de junio, segun Lobo. 
La ministra de la Presiden¬ 
cy, Maria Antonieta Guillen, 
senalo por su parte que “esta- 
mos con un consenso del 95% 
del Acuerdo de Cartagena 
de Indias y esperamos dar el 
siguiente paso, que seria la 
formalizacion del mismo”. 

En un comunicado aclaro que 
“lo que se plasme en el docu¬ 
ment debera estar enmarcado 
en el ambito de las capacid- 
ades del presidente Lobo... y 
hay puntos que se estan mane- 
jando con suma responsabili- 
dad y con la garantia que sat- 
isfaga a todas las partes”. 
Advirtio que la OEA no ha 
convocado a una asamblea 
extraordinaria para abordar 
el tema de la incorporacion 
de Honduras a ese organismo 
hemisferico, aunque no des- 


carto que una determinacion 
de tal tipo pueda darse en las 
proximas horas. 

Honduras fue suspendida de 
la OEA a raiz del golpe de Es- 
tado contra Zelaya en junio de 
2009. 

El Secretario general de la 
OEA Jose Miguel Insulza ha 
dicho en repetidas ocasiones 
que la decision de reincor- 
porar Honduras al organis¬ 
mo debe ser unanime. Rasel 
Tome, representante legal 
aqui de Zelaya, habia infor- 
mado previamente a la AP que 
su lider vendria entre el 27 y 
29 de mayo a esta capital. 
Segun Tome, el Acuerdo de 
Cartagena contempla cuatro 
puntos: cese a la persecucion 
de Zelaya y sus partidarios 
y retorno seguro al pais, ga- 
rantias para llamar a un pro¬ 
ceso constituyente, respeto a 
los derechos humanos e in- 
vestigar posibles violaciones 
y garantias para que los ze- 
layistas participen en la vida 
politica y en los comicios de 
2014 como partido politico.

Censo revela aumento hispanos y 
mestizos en Hawai 


HAWAI (AP) - Cuando el puertorriqueno Jose 
Villa llego hace 25 anos, habia pocos hispanos 
en Hawai. La situacion cambio rapidamente: la 
poblacion hispana en Hawai aumento 37,8% 
de 2000 a 2010, segun cifras del censo de Esta¬ 
dos Unidos difundidas el jueves. 

Villa y su esposa recorrieron el ano pasado el 
archipielago para alentar la participacion de los 
hispanos en el censo. Los censistas encontraron 
chispazos de la cultura latina: desde una misa 
en espanol en Kona hasta cafeterias argentinas 
en Maui. “He visto crecer la presencia de la 
comunidad hispana desde casi nada”, aseguro 
Villa. “La comunidad hispana aqui es un mer- 
cado emergente”. 

De acuerdo con el Censo, los hispanos totaliza- 
ban 120.842 en 2010, cuando en el 2000 eran 
87.699. 

La diversidad demografica se ha ampliado en 
Hawai, dijo el profesor de estudios etnicos de 
Hawai, Noel Kent. 

“Basicamente teniamos una poblacion con una 
diversidad asiatica, polinesia y europea, ahora 
tenemos una poblacion latina fuerte”, agrego. 
“La poblacion hispana introduce una variante 


cultural nueva”. 

Hawai y muchos paises latinoamericanos 
tienen bastante en comun, como un clima tropi¬ 
cal, familias muy unidas y una cultura que re- 
speta a los may ores, dijo Villa, presidente de 
la camara de comercio hispana llamada Latin 
Business Hawai (Empresas Latinas en Hawai). 
“El respeto es muy importante en la comuni¬ 
dad latina, y tambien es muy importante en las 
comunidades asiaticas y hawaianas”, senalo. 
“Nosotros nos sentimos muy comodos aqui”. 
Los hispanos en Hawai son una mezcla de ex 
militares provenientes del territorio continental 
e inmigrantes recientes, dijo Villa. El resultado, 
una comunidad hispana mas homogenea que la 
de territorio continental, donde hay enclaves, o 
barrios, con grupos latinos especificos, agrego. 
A la par del aumento de la diversidad racial 
en Hawai tambien se ha incrementado la po¬ 
blacion mestiza, de 21,4% en 2000 a 23,6% en 
2010. Este aspecto propicia la reflexion en tor- 
no a una cultura que acepta los matrimonio en¬ 
tre personas de razas distintas, dijo Sarah Yuan, 
del Centro sobre la Familia de la Universidad 
de Hawai. □ 


Argentina y Brasil acuerdan agilizar 
licencias de importation 

BRASIL (AP) - Argentina y Brasil acordaron agilizar la con- 
cesion de licencias para la importacion de productos como 
un gesto de buena voluntad antes de un encuentro la proxima 
semana en el que ambos paises discutiran sus desacuerdos 
comerciales, informo el viernes el gobierno brasileno. 

Los dos paises mantendran las licencias no automaticas para 
la importacion de numerosos productos, lo que en la prac- 
tica es una barrera al comercio, pero decidieron agilizar la 
concesion de algunas licencias como un “gesto de buena 
voluntad”, dijo una fuente del Ministerio de Desarrollo, In- 
dustria y Comercio Exterior. La fuente requirio anonimato 
por politica del gobierno. 

El gesto mutuo pretende crear un ambiente favorable a las 
discusiones que mantendran los dos paises lunes y martes en 
Buenos Aires para limar asperezas surgidas por los reclamos 
de sus exportadores, afectados por la eliminacion de las li¬ 
cencias automaticas, que permite al pais importador tomar 
hasta 60 dias para autorizar el ingreso del producto. 

Segun la fuente brasilena, Argentina aplica licencias no au¬ 
tomaticas para 600 productos, muchos de los cuales afectan 
a Brasil, como maquinaria agricola y algunos productos ali- 
menticios. 

La semana pasada, Brasil elimino el licenciamiento au- 
tomatico para la importacion de automoviles, que componen 
gran parte de las compras desde Argentina, su principal so- 
cio en el Mercosur, la union aduanera conformada tambien 
por Paraguay y Uruguay. □ 
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
